315(2; it therefore (£uactct) by The KING’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the 

day of next after the passing of this 

Act, it shall be lawful for any of His Majesty’s subjects who shall be 
possessed of or shall purchase a messuage or tenement, and a piece 
or parcel of land in Ireland, upon which the same shall stand or 
which shall be contiguous thereto, and the value of which shall not 
then exceed for sale the sum of 
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pounds as money is valued in England ; or who shall be possessed of 
or shall purchase a piece or parcel of land in Ireland, not exceeding 
one acre, and build upon the same a messuage or tenement not ex- 
ceeding in value for sale the sum of 

pounds as money is valued in England, by deed indented and sealed,
